URGH—A _ gold-and-sil- 
ver statuette presented to Lord 
Balfour in 1923 by American 
Zionists as a token of apprecia- 
tion for his efforts in securing 
Jewish rights to settlement in 
Palestine has been purchasd from 
Lord Balfour’s estate by a group 
of local Jewish leaders. 

The statuette, which was sculp- 
ted by Louis Rosenthal of Balti- 
more, was presented to Lord Bal- 
four by Dr. Weizmann at impres- 
sive ceremonies in London in No- 
vember, 1923, with representa- 
tives of the Palestine Jewish com- 
munity and of the American Zion- 
ists present. Accepting the figure 
at that time, Lord Balfour ex- 
pressed the feeling that “he had 
hardly done enough to deserve 
this.” 

A memorial shaft surmounted 
by a two and one-half inch figure 
of Lord Balfour and forty tiny 
figures at its base compose the 
statuette which is eleven inches 
high. On the shaft are two tablets. 
On one, in English, is written: “To

Probed By Post 
Office

NEW YORK—Postal authori- 
ties here were asked this week 
to ascertain what persons or 
groups are sending anonymous 
mimeographed postcards quoting 
Mohandas K. Ghandi, India’s lead- 
er, as declaring that ‘Palestine 
belongs to the Arabs in the same 
sense that England belongs to the 
English, and it is wrong and in- 
human to impose Jews on the 
Arabs.” 


The postcard, carrying no re- 
turn address and no signature or 
any other sign which might in- 
dicate the identity of its sender, 
has been received during the last 
few days by editors, organizations 
and leading personalities. It car- 


ries a postal stamp showing that|- 


it was mailed in New York. It 
asserts that the quotation is taken 
from the February, 1939 issue of 
Asia magazine. Actually it is tak- 
en out of context from an article 
on the Jewish question by Ghandi 
in the March, 1939 issue of the 
“Jewish Frontier.” 


At the office of Asia magazine, 
the editors, who have received 
many inquiries during the last 
few days concerning the post- 
cards, declared that the publica- 
tion had not sent out the cards 
nor had it authorized anybody to 
do so. They have requested the 
Post Office department to look 
into the matter. 





Jewish Chaplains 
Mount to 60

NEW YORK — Sixty Jewish 
chaplains, more than twice the 
number who served in the fist 
World War, are now on active 
duty with the armed forces of the 
United States, it was announced 
here this week by Dr. David de 
Sola Pool, chairman of the Jew- 
ish Welfare Board’s Army and 
Navy Committee on Religious Ac- 
tivities. Fifty-four are in the 
Army, and six in the Navy, Dr. 
Pool said, adding that there is 
every likelihood of an appreciable 
increase in these figures in the 
near future. 

Dr. Pool announced also that 
many civilian rabbis had volun- 
teered for summer service in 
Army cantonments at which no 
regular chaplains are now sta- 
tioned. Ten have already been 
assigned to camps in all sections 
of the country, and other posts 
will be filled as the need arises.

Obituary 





HEAR it reported that Josef Greenbaum is 

dead. Yet his name may not be Greenbaum. 
He may be Rosenbaum or Applebaum. His 
name doesn’t matter anyway. 

He lies in an anonymous grave somewhere 
in Poland. His grave isn’t his own. He occu- 
pies it with some hundreds of others. They 
were all heaped together in one grave the day 
they were shot. They were made to dig it— 
a long rectangular hole—and then they were 
shot. They fell into the grave they were made 
to dig. Weeds already grow on Josef Green- 
baum’s grave. A long field of weeds. 

All over Poland are long, long graves like 
Greenbaum’s. They contain the 700,000 whom 
the Nazis have slaughtered. 

True, Greenbaum may not be his name. He 
may be Greenberg or Greenblatt or Greenspan. 
But the matter of his name is of no importance; 
all that concerns us is that he was one of the 
700,000. 

I thought he should not be allowed to go 
without any obituary. Nowadays men die in 
droves, like the sheep, and are buried in heaps 
like the dirt when it is thrown back into their 
graves. There is no respect at all for the indi- 
vidual man, for the living he did, for his little 
virtues, for his small, pathetic dreams most of 
which never came true, for his hopes which 
always die so tragically. 

Yes, the individual, Josef Greenbaum, must 
be noticed for the sake of the fact that once 
upon a time he lived; for the sake of our own 
self-respect which shudders horribly at the idea 
of people dying by the butcher’s knife like the 
cattle and being disposed of like carrion. 

Greenbaum shall be taken from his multiple 
grave and given the respect that generally used 
to be for man everywhere. Then there was at 
least a prayer for every man when he was 
buried; he was esteemed as somebody who had 
something to do with God. Even if he was a 
sinner he was thought not altogether alien to 
God. 

This was Josef Greenbaum. He was the 
tailor or he was the cobbler who had his shop 
around the corner from the synagogue in the 
village in which he lived, or he was the small 
merchant. By what means he used to earn his 
bread is of no importance either; for at the time 
of his death the earning of bread was only a 
matter of remote memory. With many thanks 
to God he remembered the time when if a man 
worked hard all week, he could have a loaf of 
white bread for the Sabbath. 

In the evil new time bread had become only 
the crust that a man might pick up if he were 
far enough up toward the front in the bread. 
line. But Josef Greenbaum never was a man 
to push himself up in front. In'the synagogue 
he was always in the last bench and in the 
breadline he let other people get ahead of him. 

His wife used to say, “He’s always last. 
He’ll even be the last when the Messiah comes 
to call all the people.” 

She died some months before he was gath- 
ered up to be shot. She never*had been strong 
and couldn’t take the hunger as long as Green- 
baum. He said kaddish for her with no lamen- 
tation in his heart. He said it with a fervor of 
joyous praise for the Most High who in good 
time gives peace to all pain and brings His be- 
loved to the everlasting shelter of the grave. 

He was faithful, morning and evening, in 
the service of the synagogue until the day it 
was burned down. He saw the soldiers carry- 
ing out the Scrolls of the Sacred Law and mak- 


ing sport of them. They let the parchment un- 
roll to its full length and dragged it through 
the mud. 


He thanked God then that the Torah re- 
mained in his heart and in the hearts of all good 
men of the village. This was only the parch- 
ment copy that was being destroyed. The 
Torah’s righteousness and its loving kindness 
and its justice were everlasting, like the stars, 
and what hands could destroy it? 


Yes, he thought, it will live when the guns 
have been eaten by the rust and when all this 
power has become only dust of bones in the 
wind. Men still will be carrying the Sacred 
Law in their hearts toward the bright, new 
world that must come out of all this. The Law 
of God will be the law of all men in the bright 
new world. 


Thank goodness, he had a,synagogue as well 
as the Torah in his heart. There he worshipped 
satisfactorily after the old one was burned 
down. Thank goodness, they can’t take every 
thing away. They take away. a man’s living 
and the roof from his head but the Torah and 
the synagogue which are in his heart they can’t 
take away. There was still a way of living 
when a man had Torah and synagogue. Yes, he 
thought, when he kept Torah and synagogue in 
his heart he still had great dignity even in his 
rags. Greenbaum’s coat was out at the sleeves 
but he was grateful that it was long enough to 
hide the big hole in his pants. 


He was deep in the prayers of the morning 
when they came to gather him up for the 
slaughter: They were in a hurry; they wanted 
to have the matter over with before the full 
light of the sun was up. Greenbaum was at the 
moment reciting that part which praises God 
for quickening the dead. They took hold of 
him, and still wearing his phylacteries and his 
talith, he was pushed into’ the truck. There, 
turning toward the East, he took up his praying 
again... “He quickeneth the dead with great 
mercy.” 

They brought him at last to the place where 
he and all the others who had been gathered 
there were to dig their immense grave. When 
he saw that he had been brought to his grave 
Greenbaum was thankful that he had his talith 
and phylacteries with him. He would perish in 
the panoply of his dignity as a man who every 
morning and evening, nearly in all the days of 
his life, spoke to God. He would not be like 
the cattle dying. 

As he dug. his grave he said the kaddish over 
and over: “Magnified and sanctified be His 
great name of Him. (He gives peace and rest 
after all the pain)” . .. How hard the earth was 
against the spade. How slowly the grave opened 
for him. The soldiers were saying hurry, hurry. 
The sun was already quite high. ... “Let the 
name of the Lord be blessed from this time 
forth and forever. (In good time He makes an 
end of a man’s travails and shelters him be- 
neath His wings).” 

Three long rows of men were lined up for the 
machine guns. One row ata time. Greenbaum 
was in the first row. He was among the first 
to fall into the grave. At last Greenbaum was 
among the first. 

(To the memory of each of the 700,000 mur- 
dered Greenbaums, Rosenbaums and Apple- 
baums, Greenbergs, Greenblatts and Green- 
spans, this ‘obituary is inscribed—for the sake 
of our self-respect as human beings.)

Max de Jong of Evansville, G. 
Irving Latz of Fort Wayne (now 
in the Army) and Charles S. Rauh 
of Indianapolis are the Indiana 
men who are members of the na- 
tional Board of State Directors of 
the National Farm School, Jew- 
ish-supported farm school at 
Doylestown, Pa. Boasting 1,200 
acres of excellent farm land and 
a large campus, the school ranks 
with the agricultural schools of 
the finest State Universities. I 
spent a day at the school some 
few years ago, and was really 
impressed. The school for the 
most part takes Jewish boys from 
the crowded city streets and 
makes bona fide scientific farmers 
out of them. Usually all the grad- 
uates are asked for by large farm 
owners months before graduation. 
With the above-named Indiana 
men working for the institution, 
no Indiana applicant should have 
any difficulty in entering the 40- 
year-old school. 


The Public Relations Committee 


HE: newly-organized Public Relations Com- 
mittee deserves commendation. Without 
fanfare and with the maximum of effectiveness, 
the new group has made itself felt as one of 
the leading Jewish organizations of the city in 
the past few months. 


The organization is scarcely known to most 
of the Indianapolis Jewish community. Yet it 
is doing a most important piece of work. At 
present its program as reported in a news story 
in this issue, calls for the investigation of a 
private club, the ironing out of a serious situ- 
ation in regards to the Negro community, and 
several other incidents. 


Although most Jewish organizations are so 
set up that they are managed almost exclusive- 
ly by a few, the Public Relations Committee is 
the one most democratic body in the commu- 
nity. 


Rabbi Maurice Goldblatt is secretary of the 
organization. Not only is its program concerned 
with fighting untoward incidents, but at the 
same time much of its agenda is concerned with 
positive acts, the building of good will, the 
fostering of inter-community relationship, and 
the spreading of the story of the Jew sans 
propaganda. 


The community too has a responsibility in 
connection with the successful operation of the 
Committee. Any reports of anti-Semitism 
should be referred immediately to the Commit- 
tee. In some cases, innocent concerns are made 
to suffer by the thoughtless repeating of rumors, 
while in others, firms who discriminate against 
minority groups should be apprized immediate- 
ly that their tactics are known and will be 
fought. 


A Guiding Hand—Is It the J.W.B. 


A PERUSAL of the news of Jewish soldiers in 
Anglo-Jewish publications throughout the 
country, reveals one outstanding and remark- 


ably similar factor, which thus far seems to 
have escaped the notice of the Jewish public. 


In almost every case, the Jewish soldier 
writing to his home town paper comments on 
the hospitality of the Jews in towns near his 
camp. This unanimity is all the more remark- 
able when it is taken into consideration that the 
men being dealt with are drawn from all walks 
of life, are seriously lonesome and are total 
strangers to the Jewish families into whose 
midsts they have been thrust. 


Underneath it all then, there is indication of 
a guiding hand. 


The Post suspicions that this hand is the 
hand of the Jewish Welfare Board. In fact, 
the job accomplished by the J.W.B. is almost 
inconceivable. In every community in the 
nation even the small ones, an army and navy 
committee, set up by the J.W.B., functions at 
the slightest notice of a soldier. 


Only when the full story of the civilian 
morale effort in this war is written, will the 
various ramifications of the J.W.B. provision 
for the welfare of the Jewish soldier become 
known. 


Current Comment 


Churchill's Views on Palestine as Stated in 
a Speech in the British House of Commons in 
1939—As one intimately and responsibly con- 
cerned in the earlier stages of our Palestine 
policy, I could not stand by and see solemn en- 
gagements into which Britain has entered be- 
fore the world set aside for reasons of adminis- 
trative convenience or—and it will be a vain 
hope—for the sake of a quiet life. I should feel 
personally embarrassed in the most acute man- 
ner if I lent myself, by silence or inaction, ‘to 
what I must regard as an act of repudiation. 
I can understand that others take a different 
view. There are many views which may be 
taken. Some may consider themselves less in- 
volved in the declarations of former Govern- 
ments. Some may feel that the burden of 
keeping faith weighs upon them rather op- 
pressively. Some may be pro-Arab and some 
may be anti-Semite. None of these motives 
offers me any means of escape because I was 
from the beginning a sincere advocate of the 
Balfour Declaration, and I have made repeated 
public statements to that effect. 


Not only did the War Cabinet of those days 
take the decision, but all Cabinets of every 
party after the War, after examining it in the 
varying circumstances which have arisen, have 
endorsed the decision and taken the fullest 
responsibility for it. 


To whom was the pledge of the Balfour 
Declaration made? It was not made to the 
Jews of Palestine, it was not made to those who 
were actually living in Palestine. It was made 
to world Jewry’and in particular to the Zionist 
associations. It was in consequence of and on 


the basis of this pledge that we received im- 
portant help in the War, and that after the War 
we received from the Allied and Associated 
Powers the Mandate for Palestine. This pledge 
of a home of refuge, of an asylum, was not made 


to the Jews in Palestine but to the Jews out- ’ 


side Palestine, to that vast, unhappy mass of 
scattered, persecuted, wandering Jews whose 
intense, unchanging, unconquerable desire has 
been for a National Home. 


I cannot feel that we have accorded to the 
Arab race unfair treatment after the support 
which they gave us in the late War. The Pales- 
tinian Arabs, of course, were for the most part 
fighting against us, but elsewhere over vast re- 
gions inhabited by the Arabs independent Arab 
kingdoms and principalities have come into be- 
ing such as had never been known in Arab 
history. Some have been established by Great 
Britain and others by France. Colonel Law- 
rence, the truest champion of Arab rights whom 
modern times have known, has recorded his 
opinion that the settlement was fair and just— 
his definite, settled opinion. Together we 
placed the Emir Abdulla in Transjordania, 
where he remains faithful and prosperous to 
this day. Together, under the responsibility of 
the Prime Minister of those days, King Feisal 
was placed upon the throne of Iraq, where his 
descendants now rule. But we also showed 
ourselves continually resolved to close no door 
upon the the ultimate development of a Jewish 
National Home, fed by continual Jewish immi- 
gration into Palestine> Colonel Lawrence 
thought this was fair then. Why should it be 
pretended that it is unfair now?
